Wherefore more trembling then in muſtulent Autume be the 
calow coulored leauc,hawing left their moiſture, being thorow- 
i e ſearched with the furious north winde, I lifted vp my hart to 
God,defiring as Achemenides being atraide ofthe horrible Cyclops 
rather to be flame by the hands of Aene.u his enemie, rather then 
to ſuffer ſo odious a death. 
And my deuoute prayer, ſincerely vnited to a contrite heart, 
owring out a fountaine of teares with a ſtedfaſtbelice to be de- 
Fiucred 1 found my ſelte ina ſhort ſpace gotten at libẽrtie, like a 
new day crept out of a darke and tempeſtuous night. My eyes 
before vſed to ſuch obumbrated darkenes, could ſcarſe abide to 
behould the light, thorow watery ſadnes , Neuertheleſſe glad! 
was to {ce the light: as one ſet at libertie, that had beene chayned 
vp in a deepe dungeon and obſcure darkeneſſe. Verye thirſtie J 
was, my clothes torne, my face and hands ſcratched and netteled, 
and withall ſo extreamely ſet on heate, as the freſh ayre ſeemed 
to doe me more hurt then good, neither did it any waye caſe my 
body, deſirous to keepe his new recouered ſcope and libertie.

times there, and ſtill as I ſhifted places, ſo the ſame alſo chaunged 
witha delectable voyce and heauenly conſent, Thus vainly run-

ning vp and downe, I knew not after what, Igrew more wearie, 
faint, and drye, and fo feeble, that my legges could but with great 
paine,vphould my diſtempered body. And my grieued ſpir it 
vnabled long to ſupport the ſame, what with the feate that Thad 
bin in, what with extreame thirſt, what with long and wileſome 
trauell, and what with doubting the worſt that might inſue. Thus 
hote faint, and drye: I knew not hat to do but euen to procure 
reſt for my weary member, Imarueled firſt at this ſtraunge acce- 
dent, and was amazed at this inhumane harmonye, but moſt of 
all in that I was in a ſtraunge contry, and vninhabited, being one- 
lye fertill and beawtyfull to behould, beſydes that T greatly ſor- 
rowed for the loſſe ofthe fayer ryuerwhich L had ſo greatly labo- 
red to finde out, and now ſo lightly and careleſſy * loſt the 
bentfit thereof. In this ſort] was houlden in an intrycate minde 
of doubts, at length ouercome withall kinde of greetes, my whole 
bodye trembling and languiſhinge vnder a broade and mightye 

Oke full of Acornes, ſtanding in the middeſt of aſpatious and 

large green meade, extending forth his thicke and leauie armes 

to makeacoole fhadowe, vnder whoſe bodye breathing Ireſted 

my ſelfe vppon the deawye hearbes, and lying vppon my left 

ſyde I drewe my breath in the freſhe ayre more ſhortly betwixt 

my drye and wrinckled _ , then the weary running heart, pin- 

chedinthe haunche and [truck inthe breſt, not able any longer 

to beare vp his weighty head, or ſuſtaine his body vpon his bow- 
ing knees, but dying proſtrates himſelfe. And lying thus in ſuch 

anagonie,I thought yponthe ſtrifes of weake fortune, and the 

inchauntments of the malicious Cyrces,as if I had by hir charmes 

and quadranguled plaints, beenbereaued of my ſences. In theſe

Vponthe pointeof which en , with great arte and dili- 
gence, was faſtned a coppet baſe, in the which alſo t here was a 
turning deuiſe infixed: whervpon did ſtand the ſhape ofa beau- 
tifull nimph framed of the aforeſayd matter, able to amaze the 
continuall diligent behoulder. Of ſuch a proportion as the com- 
mon ſtature might be conſidered and perfectly ſeene, notwith- 
ſtanding the exceeding heigch thereof in the ayne . Beſides the 
greatneſſe of the figure or image: it was a woonder to thinke how 
ſuch a weight ſhould bee carryed and ſet in ſuch a place and ſo 
high. Couered with a habite blewne abroad with the winde, and 
ſhewing parte of the naked ſubſtance ofthe legges and thighes: 
with two wings growing out from the ſhoulder blades, and ſpred 
abroad as if ſheewere readye to flye, turning hir fayre face and 
ſweete regarding countenance towardes hir wings. The treſſes of 
hir haire fy ing 5 de the vpper part or crowne naked and bare. 
In hir right hand ſhe held from hir fight a copie or horne ſtuft full 
of many good things, ſtopped vp, aud the mouth downewarde, 
hir left hand faſtned and harde holden to hir naked breſt.

ſelfe was not brought from any other place, but euen with plaine 
labour and workemanſhip hewen out of the ſelfe ſame moun- 
taines, and reduced to this figure and propottion in his owne 
proper place, | 
Which great quadrant and ſquare woorke, ioyned not faſt to 
the collaterate and ſidelyingrockes, but was betwixt ſpaced and 
ſeperated on eyther ſides tenne paces, Vpon the right hand as 
I went of the aforeſaid plynthor ſquare ſheame, there was moſt 
perfectly carued the vyperous head of the fearefull Medvſa, ina

And what parte ſoeuer is not agreeable with his principle, is 
ſoule and naught, For take away order and rule, and what thing 
can any man make, ey ther beautifull to the eye, or ofcommenda- 
ble proportion and durable: then it muſt needes follow, that the 
cauſe of ſuch inconuenient err >rs doth proceed from ignorance, 
and hath his beginning from illiterature. And this notwithſtan- 
ding, that although the perfection ofthis arte daoth not varie, & 
fall rom e the diſcrectand cunning architect to 
grace the obiect, to the behoulders : may lawfullye eyther with 
adiection or deminution, beautific his wor ke, keeping whole the 
ſollid part, with his vniuerſall compoſition.

Vpon the hils grew high Firre trees vnarmed, and the wee- 
ping Larix, whereon Turpentine is made, and ſuch like. 

When I had well conſidered ot this ſo fruitfull and fo com- 
modious a place for cattel and beaſtsto be fedde inand kept, (for. 
it looked as though it would deſire a ſhepheardes — and a 
paſtorall fog)! muſed what ſhould be the occaſion, that lo com- 
modious a place ſhould lye vninbabited. And caſting my eyes 
further on 3 into the plaine before mee, and leauing this 
fore diſcribed place, I might perceiue abuildmgof Marble, ſhe- 
wing the roofe thereof ouer the tender toppes of the compaſſin 
trees, At the ſight xhereof, I grew wonderfully glad and in 5 
hope, that there yet I ſhould finde ſome habitation and refuge. 
To the which without delaie I haſtined my ſelfe. And being come 
thereunto, I found a building eight ſquare, with a rare and won- 
derfull forfntaine : which was not altogither amiſſe. For as yet I 
had not quenched and ſlaked my thicſt. 

This building was eiglit cornered, {mall rowardes the top and 
leaded. Vpon one ſide there was placed a faire ſlone ofpure white 
Marble foure cornered, half as long again as it was broad, which 
latitude as I ſuppoſed was ſome ſixe foote. 

Ofthis goodly ſtone were exact two litle halfe pillers, cham- 
fered with their baſes, holding vp a ſtreight Sime, with agule and 
adiected dentitulature & cordicules, or worke ofharts, with their 
chapters vader a Trabet, Zophor and Coronice, ouer the which 
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was a trigonal] couteined, inthe fourth part of the ſtone ſmooth 
and plaine without any workemanſhip in the table thereof ſ auing 
a litle garland , within the which were two Doues drinking in a 
ſmal veſſel, 

Althe ſpace vnſpoken of incluſiue was cut in andeuacuated, 
betwixt the Pillers the Gulature and ouerthwart Traber, did 
containe an elegant Cigrued Nimph. And vnder the Syme was 
— quarter wrought with Thors, Torques, Ballons anda 

linth. 

Which faire Nymph laye ſleeping vppon a folded cloth, lap, 
and wounde vp vnder her head, An other part conuenientlie 
brought oner her, to hide that bare which was womanly & meete 
to be kept ſecret. Lying vpon her right ſide with that ſubiected 
arme retract, and her open palme vnder her faire cheeke, where- 
yponſhereſted her head. | 

The other arme at libertie, lying all along ouer herleftloyne, 
ſtretching to the middle of her goodly high By her ſmal teates 
(like ayorg maids) in her round breſts did ſprowt out ſmal ſtrea- 
mings of pure and cleare freſhwater from the right breſt as it had 
been a threed, but from the left breſt moſt vehemently. The fall 
of both of them, receiued in a veſſel of Porphyrit ſtone, with two 
Receptories ioyning togither in the ſame veſſel, ſeperated and 
diſtinct from the Nimph ſixe foote, ſtanding vppon a conenient 
frame of flint ſtone. Betwixt either of the receptories , there was 
another veſlel placed, in the which the waters did ſtrive togither 
and meetes, running out at the cut and appointed places, in the 
middle lymbus ot their Receptories, 125 waters comixt out 
of that veſſel, vnladed themſelues into a little channel ſliding a- 
way, and what with one and what with the other, al the he irbes 
and flowres adioyning , and about were bountifullye beniſi- 
ted. | 
That of the left breſt did ſpin vp ſo high, that it did not weat 
or hinder any that would ſucke or drinke of the water that ſtrea- 
medand ſprung out oftheright breſt, 

And this excellent Image was ſo difinitelye F 8 
that I feare mee Prepitiles neuer perfourmed the lyke for 
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The ri of Lowe 
Venut, to Nichomides the King of Caria which Idoll he appointed 
to be adored of his ſubiects,althoughthe beauty therotwere ſuch 
that it moued that filthie people to fleſhly concupiſcence. 

But I was perſwaded that the perfection of the image of Venus 
3 this, for it looked as if a moſt bewtifull Ladye in 
in hir ſleep had beene chaunged into a ſtone, hir hart ſtil] panting 
_—_ ſweete lipps readie to open, as it ſhe would not be ſq 
vile x 
From hir head hir looſe treſſes laye wauing vppon the ſu 
reſled couering, fowlded andplited and as it were ſcorning - 
Karre of the inglomatede cloth, hir thighes ot a conueniente 
bignes and hir fleſhie knees ſom wat beading vpp, aud retract 
towares hir. 
Showing hir ſtreight toes as it were incereating hir fingers 


to handle and ſtreine them, the reſt of hir bodie aunſwerable 


to the N of theſe ſeuerall proportions. 

And behind hir the ſhadowing of the leaffye AMemerill or 
Alu full of ſoft ſmall Apples and fruite, and prettye byrdes 
2s yf they had beene chirping and ſinging of hir a ſleep. 

At hir feet ſtooda ſatire in prurient luſt vppon his gotiſhe 
feet, his mouth and his noſe ioyning together like a gote with 
abeard inge on either ſides of his kin » with two peakes 
and ſhorte in the middeſte like Goates hayre, and in like man- 
ner about his flankes and his cares, grewe hayre , with a viſa 
adulterated betwixta mans and a Goates, in ſo rare a ſort as it the 
excellent woorkman in his caruinge had had preſented vnto 
him by nature the Idea and ſhapeof a Satire. 

The fame Satire, had forciblie with his lefte hand bent an 
arme of the Arùut tree ouer the ſleepie nimphe, as if he would 
make hir a fauorable ſhadowe therewith, and with the other 
hand howldinge vpp a curtaine by one of the ſides that was 
faſtened tothe body of the tree. 

Betwixt the comare Meimerill or Arbut, and the Satire, 
were two little Satires, the one howlding a bottell in his hands 
and the other with two ſnakes fowlding about his armes. 

The excellencie, dilicatnes and perfection of thus figment 
aud-yoorkmanſhippe cannot be ſuffientlie expreſſed.

Wich pleaſurable actions, maydeuly ieſtures, ſwaſtuious be- 
hauiours, girliſh ſportes, wauton regardes , and with ſweet vvords 
they ledde mee on thither, beeing vvel cantent vvith euerie pre- 
ſent action, but that my Polia vvas not there to the ſuppliment of 
my felicitie, and to haue been the ſixt perſon iu the making vp of 
a perfect number. 

Further, I found my ſelfe agrieued, that my apparel vvas not 
conformable to this delicious confort, but grovving into ſome 
houſhold familiaritie, I diſpoſed my ſelfto be affable vvith them, 
and they with mee, til at laſt wee came to the place. 

There I bchcide a marueilous buildyngof a bathe eight 
ſquare, and at eucrye Exterior corner, there were, dou- 
bled together rwoo Pyles, in faſhion of a Pyke, from 
the leuell of the foundation, the ſubiect Areobates Circumcinct 
and tibbed about. And after them followed the vtmoſt of 
like bignes, from the ground of the other, with their chapters 

ſet vnder the ſtreight beame , witha border aboue, vnder a Co- 
ronicegoing round about. W hich border was beautified with ex- 
cellent caruod worke,of litle naked children paſſing wel ſet forth, 
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by tyed and wrappedabout, and in them holding little bundels of 
mal greene boughes, inſtrophiated togithet. And aboue the ſaid 
Coronice, did mount vp (by an elegant arc hing) an eight ſquare 
Spyer, imitating the ſubie ct. Which from cor ner to corner was 
cut through with a narueilous workemanſhip of a thouſand ſun- 
dy ie faſluons, and cloſed againe with quarrels of Chriſtal, whicl 
a farre of I did take to bee Leade. Vpontſe top ofwhich arched 
Spyet was placed a Trygon, and frogithe wpper center thereof, 
did aſcend vp a ſtrong ſteale, wherinto vs ioyned another ſteale 
whiche was turned about, and to the ſame was faſtened a wyng 
which with euerie blaſt of winde tarried about, the piping ſteafe 
which had ypon the top thereof a ball, wher n ſtood a naked 
Boy, ſtreight vpon his right foote, and the left holden out. His 
head was hollow to his mouth like a Tunneſ, with the Orifice eua- 
cuated to his mouth, to the which was ſowgered a Trompet, with 
his leſt hand holding the Lanquet to his mouth, & his right hand 
extending towardes the middle ioynt, juſt over the pinyon ofit 
the xing or fane. Alwhichwas of thingebraſle, excellently wel 
caſt and guilt. Which wing, ball, and boye, with his cheekes and 
countenance as if hee were ſounding; with the hinder part of his 
head cuacunated towardes the bluſtring winde, as that blew,ſo he 
founded, and as the winde cauſeda ſtrange noyſe among the rods 
of Siliques of Eg ypt , euen ſo did it heare un che . Vppon 
. whichcauſeImerily thanget to my ſelfe, that a man being alone. 
in an vaknowne place and out of quiet, may eaſilie bee afrighted 
with ſuch lie ſtrange noyſes. MAT RW

Al which was beautiful 6uercompaſſed about 
with a Coronice. Ouer the which, according to the order of the 
little Collumies, from the perpendicular poynt in the toppe of 
the Cupul or Suffite and couer of the Bathe, there went a Tore 
moderator, increaſing bigger and bigger of Okeleaues; one fol- 
ding and lying ouer an other of greene Diaſper, hanging 3 
their braunſhing ſtalkes gilt, which aſcending vp met togither, 
and ioyned rounde in the aforeſaide Cupul : where was placed a 
Lyons head , with his haire — round about his face, and 
e. in his iawes, vnto the whiche were faſtened cer · 
taine chaines Orichalke or Copper, that heldalarge goodly vets. 
ſel, with a great braineorlyp, and furrowed oftheaforeſaide ſhy- 
ning ſubſtance, and gtwo Cubites aboue the water, the 
bowle of the veſſel which was of Chriſtal onely except, the reſt 
as the ribbes thereof and lippings, was of Aſure blew, with bub 
bles of gold and ſhining ſprinkled here and the reed 

Not farre of, there was acleft in theeatth; thewhich continu- 
ally did caſt foorth burning matter, andtaking of this, and filling 
the bottome of the veſſel, they did put certaine ginnes and ſweet 
woods which made an ineſtimable ſuffumigation, as of the ſwees 
teſt paſt, afterwardes cloſing the ſame, and putting downe the co- 
uer, both partes being holow, and the lipping and ribbing perfo- 
ratedand pearced through the tranſparent, Chriſtal cleare and 
bright, they rendered a pleaſant and diuerscoulered light, by the 
which through the ſmal holes the bathes were lightened, and the 
heate ſtil incarcerated and interdicted. 

The wal equally interpoſite betwixt Columne, and Colamne 
was of moſt blacke ſtone, of an extreame har dnes and ſhining, in- 
cloyſtered about and bordered with a conuenient border of Diaſ- 

er redde as Coral, adorned witha Lyneament and wor ke ot dou- 
le Gurgules or Verticules. In the middle part of which table, 
berwixt the Collumnes, there ſate an elegant Nymph naked, as 
if ſhe had been ſtaying and attending of the ſtone Gallatitis, of 
colour like Tuorie, the lower partes of euerie of the ſaid borders, 
circuletiug iuſtly with the baſes of the Collumnes. |

The paued ground vnder the water being of a diuers emble- 
mature of hard ſtone, checkered where you might ſee marueilous 
graphics through the duerſitie of the colours.

Theſe hiſtories were perfected within the rf or. ofone ſelfe 
ſame ſtone, and ſet out in a moſt blacke ground. I hen deſeruediy 
I did commend, both the archytect and the ſtatuarie. On the o- 
ther ſide, the pleaſant dignit ie of the fayre and beautiful ſporting 
nimphes did highlye content mee, ſo as I could not compare to 
thinxe whether the exceſſe ofmy paſſed ſorrow, or preſent ſolace 
ſhould be greateſt. And there was ſo ſweete a. ſmell as Arabia 
never yeehled the like. 

Vppon the ſeates of ſtone, in ſteed of an Apodyterie, they did 
impouerifh theyt apparxell, richely inuoluped, in the caſting of 
it off, from their celeſtiall bodyes. Theyr fayre treſſes bound vp 
in nettings of gould, wcuen after a moſt curious ſort. And with- 
outany reſpect at all, they gaue mee leaue to, looke ypon theyr 
fayre and delicate perſonages, theyr honeſtie and honour reſer- 
ned.

beyond all the delights and cheefeſt ſubſtance of the greateſt and 
moſt pretious treaſure in the whole world, and this opinion hath 
made an euerlaſting impreſſion in my ſtill tormented heart. And 
ſhe; where haue you loſtot abandoned fo loued a iewelꝰ I know 
not, ney ther where Lam my ſelfe I know · Then ſhe ſmy ling aun- 
ſwered. If any ſhould finde hir out for you, what re warde would 
you giue. But content thy ſelſe, be of good comfort, and frame 
thy lelfe to dehghts, for thou ſhalt ſinde thy Palia againe. And 
withtheſe and ſuch like pleaſaunt and gratious queſtions , theſe 
fayre young Virgins, ſporting and ſolacing themſelues, we waſht 
and bathed together.

N T he ftrife of Lone 
At the oppoſite interſtice of the beautifull fountaine with- 
out, of the faire ſleeping} before mentioned, within the 
Bathe there was another of fcatnes of fine mettal, and of a curi - 
ous r ofa golden colour, that one might 
ſce himſelſe therein. Which were faſtened in a Marble, cut into 
a ſquadrature, and euacuated for the Images to ſtand in their pro- 
portions, with to halſe Collummes tlat is Hemiciles, one of ei- 
ther fide, with a Trabet, aſmal Zophor, and a Coronice; all cut 
in one ſollid Marble, and this 3 worke was nothing inſeri- 
or to any of the reſt, which before I had ſeene, hut witka rare art, 
and marueilous inuention, both deuiſed and performed. In the 
voyd and plaine euacuated quadret, there ſtood two Nimphes, 
little leſſe then if they had been liuely creatures, apparelled, ſo as 
ou might ſee ſomewhat aboue their knees, vppon one of theyr 
J 5 as if the winde had blowne it vp. as they were doing theyr 
v, and their armes bare, from the clbow to the ſhoulder ex- 
cept. And vpon that arme, where with they ſuſtained the Boye, 
the habite that was lifted vp was reiect. Ihe feete of the Infant 
ſtood one in one of the handes of the Nymphes, and the other, 
in the others hand. All their three count enances ſmiling: and

The head of vchich image 
was redymited with an azure Diademe, adorned with ſeauen 
beames, and at the foot of the Eagle two braunches of greene 
Lawrell, one one way, the other contrary towards either ſide, 
And in euerie garland I behelde the fizment proper to1.is pla- 
net, and behind at my backe was the iewell, containing the hi-

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good diſpoſition is depraued,when he is in the malignant taſte 
ef the venemous Scorpion, And looking ypon my ſelfe, I was 
aſhamed to ſee my vile habite among ſuche ſumpteous indus 
ments, that me thought my ſelfe no otherwaies but euen lyke 
that vile and mortiferous beaſt among the moſt noble ſignes 
of the Zodiac. The bewtifull and honorable damoſels ſate in 
order vpon the Benches , compaſt about all along by the ſides 
of the walles vppon the right ſide, and the beſt of the Court, 
with a rare and ſtrange kinde of womanly dreſſing yppon their 
heads, as is in the world, with the treſſes of their haire lapt and 
bowed vp in Caules of gold. 

Some with their haires of Amber colour, curled and dreſ- 
ſed vp with flowers of the ſame vppona wyer, with the ende; 
turning downe and "ROT, yppontheir ſnowy foreheades and 
ſmooth temples, bewtified with Rubies and Diewanids prickt 
in the haire.

Others ofthe colour ofthe Obſidium of [#dia, blacke and 
ſhining, adorned with floures of Orient Pearle, & Carkenets 
of the lame. They ſtood all waiting with ſucha venerate atten - 
tion, that be ſeruice was brought to the table, they all 
at one inſtant time alike, made their reuerent curteſies inbow- 
ing of their knees, aud in like manner when they did riſe from 
of their ſeates, euerie one apparrelled in cloth of Golde, but 
they did not ſit and eate at the ſame table. 

Sreight before the triumphant Queene was the opening 
of the third Curtaine, couering a great and goodly doore, not 
of Marble, but of rare and hard Diaſper ofthe Eaſt, of an ar- 
tificiall and ancient worke, wonderfully /bewtitullto behold. 
Vpon either ſides of this doore, their yoong dame ſels Muſi- 
tians, ſeuen vpona ſide in a Nimpiſh apparrel, notable tor the 
faſhion and verie rich: which at euery change of ſeruice, did al- 
ter their Muſicke and Inſtruments, and during the banquet- 
ting, others with an Angelike and Syrencall conſent, did tune 
the ſame to their handęs. Then in a ſodaine was placed frames 
of Hebony, with three feete, and other temporary tables, with- 
out any noyſe or bruſtling. Euerie one readie to his appoyn- 
ted Office, with a carefull, diligent, and affecting iudeuour, 
wholy to that ſeruice which was enioyned him. 2 
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And firſt before the Queene, there was placed a frame of 
three feete of this fourme, vpon a rounde of tne Dyaſper, with 
curious Lineaments. To the which were three ſtypits, the low- 
er partes whereof, did finiſh in the forme of the tearing claw ot 
a Lyon, with an exſquiſite foliature, compaſsing about the 
ſteales of the ſtypets, hauing in the middeit of eueric one, fa- 
ſtene d the head of a childe betwixt two wings, from the which 
berwixt one and other of the ſtypets, there hung in maner ot 
a Garland a bundle of leaues and fruites bounde togither, and 
biggeſt rowardes the midſt, and vppon the top of the ſtypets 
or Ikeales, vas put a proiection to beare vp the rounde table be- 
fore the Queene. ö 

This frame was vamoueable, but the round table was to be 
quickly taken ot and on, according to the ſubſtance of the veſ- 
ſels at euery changing of the table. | 

And ſtreight way as it were in the twinckling ofan eye and 
turne ofa hand, there was put vppon this three footed frame a 
rounde table of Golde, three foote by the Diameter, and of 
an indifferent thickneſſe, and of this forme and bignes were 
all the reſt. 
Vpon this table was laide a Carpet perfumed, of cloth of 
Hormiſine ofa greene colour, cucnly diſtended large and lon 
downe to the pauement : fringed vpon the ſides with tilted 
threede of the ſelfe fame, and mixed with Siluer and Golde, 
depending downe vnder a border of imbroyderie of Pearle 
and pretious ſtone, with a hand - breadth of the pauement on 
euerie ſide hanging downe. And of this ſort were all the Car-

Afterwards followed a faire yoong Damoſell and quicke, 
 withagreat Baſon of Gold filled with the flowers of Violets,

The brim of the veſſell wherein the riſing vp fountaine did 
ſtande, was adorned with bubbles ofpearle ſtanding vp, and 
ynderthe ſame was ſette an other ofan other ſorte , and both 
ioyned together with two claſpes of an exquiſite dipoliture, 
fine worke, and pretiouſly garniſhed, For among other jew< 
eiles of ineſtimable price, vpponthe verie toppe ia a flower, 
there was ſette a Diamond in faſhion of a peare, gliſtering and 
ſparkling of a huge and vnſeene bignes. 

And as neare as my ſinell could tell mee, I did iudge the wa- 
ter to bee of Roſes, mi ct xith the iuiee of Lymon pilles, and a

And theſe 
boyling together, they did yeeldea moſt pleaſant and fragrant 
ſmell.

In the preſence ofthe magnificent Queene there did al- 
wayes way te and attend three honourable Nymphes, their ap- 
parell beeing ofgolde and ſilke, maruelouſly wouenand ador- 
ned, and ſette with pearle and ſtone.

And the firſt Table beeing chaunged, euerie thing was 
brought backe agayne to the plauſtraries, at whoſe going a- 
way the 'Trumpettes ſounded in ſuch a ſorte, as Piſeus Ther- 
renus neuer came neare vnto, nor Afalerns Trumpetor to the 
King of Hetruria.

A Without delaie (after our drinkiog this table being taken 
away, and the ſweete flowers caſt ypon the pauement, there 
wasforthwith ſpredaclothof murtyfilke and carnation: with 
Roſes white, redde, Damaske, Muske, and yealow caſt vppon 
the ſame. And preſently new wayters brought in (apparrel-

eard of. | 
Afr the taking amay of cheſe wonderfull ConfeAtions 
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and the flowers caſt downe vpon the pauement ina princely 
magnificence, there was preſently brought in, a great veſſell of 
Cold full of kindled coales, into the which the table cloathes, 

kin and towelles of filke were throwne , whiche preſently 
burned light, and after that beeing taken out and cooled, they 
were whole, vnhurt and cleane, às at the firſt. And this yet was 
the wondertull ſtraungeſt of all the reſt. And then the tables 
and frames were taken downe and carried away. 

Which moſt excellent order and ſiglites, the more that I 
carefully indeuoured to conſider of them, the more ignorant 
and amazed I founde my ſelfe. a | 

But in all thinges aſſuredly I did take _ pleaſure with 
my intended admiration, in ſecing ot ſuch, ſo great, plentiful}, 
and tryumphant ſumptecouſnes , of ſo incredible coſtly a ban- 
ker, that it is better to holde my you then not to ſpeake ſuf- 
ficiently in the report thereof. For that the bankets of Sicilia 
be in reſpect but beggerly, and ſo were the ſtately Ornaments 
of Attalus. The Corinthian veſſels, the dainties of Ciprus, and 
Saliaris ſuppers. : 

Yetnotwithſtanding ſo ſupreame and exceſſiue alacritie, 
and cordiall delectation, and that onely and extreeme pleaſure 
(occafioned by ſuch and ſo vnexpeRted delightes) by one of 
thoſe three which in the laſt chaunge attended , was quayled, 
ouerthrowne, interrupted , lamed, intercepted and made 
vaine, Forſhee did repreſent in her behauiour, the ſweet ie- 
— and 1 of Palia, ſtirring vp by them in me ſtea- 

regardes. 

I his was no ſmall hinderance vnto mee, in the tayng of 
thoſe pleaſant dainties and princely refection. Yet notwith- 
Randing my eyes would now and then with mach adoo, bee 
withdrawne to beholde the bewtic of the Iewels and precious 
ſlones, ſparkeling and gliſtering in euerie place, in ſuch diuer- 
ſities of ſtraunge and vnſeene — and conſpicuous de- 
coraments, as if they had allought a duetie to her, which made 


mee with an immoderate deſire, to behold the correſpondency 
of her excellent bewtie.

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Laſtly, in ſuche order and ſorte, as aforeſaide, the tables 
beeing taken away, I hung dewne my heade, becauſe that I 
might not followe after the laſt iunckates which Thad loſt by 
minding of her that miniſtred. 

Then firſt before the ſacred Maieſtic and royall perſon of 
the Queene, and afterwards to vs, fiue fayre Nymphes appa- 
relled in blewe ſilke and golde curioully wouen togeather in 
workes, did all together appreſent themſelues. 

The middlemoſt of them did bearea braunch of coorrall, 
lykea tree, ſuchas is not founde among(t the Tlandes Orcha- 
des, of one cubite high, which ſtoode as vppon alittle moun- 
tayne, which was the couer of an old faſhioned veſſell ot pure 
gold, in forme ofa Challyce, as high agayne as the couer and 
the tree of coorrall, full of curious workmanſhippe and leafe 
worke, neuer made in our age, nor the like ſeene. 

Betwixt the gracylament of the foote and the cuppe, it was 
knitte together with a handle of ineſtimable workemanſhip, 
and in ly ke manner the foote and the bowle were of an excel- 
lent anaglyphie of foliature, monſters and by formed Scyl- 
lules, ſo exquiſitely expreſſed, as could be imboſſed, chaſed, 
or ingrauen by proportionate circulation. 

And the mordycant couer of the ſame was thicke ſet with 
incomparable iewelles: and in lyke ſorte all the baſe and 
_— whereas conueniencie requyred, and glyſtering a- 

our. 

Vppon the braunches of the coorrall, there were artifici- 
ally ſette certayne open flowers with ſiue leaues, ſome of Sa- 
phyre, ſome of Iacynth and Berill, and in the middeſt of them 
alittle round ſeede of golde, faſtening the leaues to the ſtalke 
of corrall. 

Which yoong woman reuerently bo wing to the earthwith 
her right knee, reſeruing the other {till vp, whereuppon ſhee 
helde this couer of coorrall, which alſo beſides the flowers, 
had vppon the pointes and toppes of other twigges or ſprouts 
curioutly inficed monſtrous great pearle. An other of ihem 
had a cuppe full of pretious ly quor, better then that vluch the 
prowde Cleopatra gaue ynto the Romane Captaine: The reſte 
did execute their offices as aforeſaid, and plucking off one at- 
| ter 
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ter another, with alittle inſtrument with two teeth ef golde 
they offering the ſame fruits vnto vs, to me yaknowae, for that 
I had ncuec ſeene the lyke, we did taſt them, 

But the va2xpeRted pleaſure of them, and ſweetnes of their 
taſt, vas no otherwiſe to me than like a gratious ſubſtance wan. 
ting his deſired forme. | 

And there were reſtored ＋ the balles of golde before 

mentioned. 
Vppon this appeared an other maruellous woorke, that 
was a — — running fountaiac artificially deuyſed of the 
aforeſaid matter, but of an other notable faſhion and worke- 
manſhippe, founded vppon an immoueable axeltree, vppon 
the which two wheeles turned about. 

Aboue the which ſtood an vnequal quadrature three foot 
_— foot broad, and fix foote high. 

cuery angular part did fit a Harpie with both her winges 
extended and ſtretched vp to the breadth of a higher veſlell, 
ſtanding vp vppon the middeſt of the meaſured quadrangule, 
coronized at the extreme and ypper parts, and beautified with 
chanelling and foliature,circumueſting the lower part. 
And vppon euerie fide the ſame diuided into three, the 
middle parte betwixt the fall of the waters intercepted, did 
contayne in halfe bodyes carued, a tryumph of Satyres and 
Nymphes , with Trophees, and exquyſite actions, excepte 
the fore-part and hinder parte moderately ſinuated and bent 
in. The which in ſteade ot ſquadred lyneament, did contayne 
a roundneſſe waued betweene, in the which was maruellouſſy 
ingrauen a little ſacrifice with an olde Aultar on eyther ſides, 
with manie figures and actions, the reſt that was voyde, the 
tayles of the foreſayde Harpyes ioyning togeather, and 
. heere and there into leaues, did excellently couer the 

e. 

Out ofthe medyan center of the equature and quadran» 
eafore ſpecified and deſcribed out of an antyke folyature, 
id ryſe vp an olde faſhioned veſſell, and verie beautifull, 
the cyrcuite whereof did not exceede the content of the qua · 
drangulate playne, and this with all the reſt of the woorke, 
and cuerie proportionate diſquiſition, tryall, and examinati- 
vn 
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on, both in the higheſt breadeh and thickneſſe, with moſte 
conuenient veſſeling lineamentes, diligently delymared and 
fyled, and then finiſhed with an abſolute and depolyte defor- 
mat1on. E 
The chich out of the ſuppreſſed orifice thereof did af- 
cend vp an other hollowe veſſell, the compaſſe whereof did 
exceede the aforeſaide ſubiect veſſell furrowed and channel- 
led round about, ofa great breadthand large brymmes ſo wel 
faſhioned, as is poſſible for any goldſmith to beate out with his 
hammer, 

In the center poynt whereof did riſe and mount an other 
veſſell ofincredible workemanſhip. 

In the bottome of which thirde there were ſmall ridges 
ſwelling outwardes, the toppes of them compaſſed about 
with arow of diverſe ineſtimable ſtones, bearing out and diffe- 
ring in colours, as beſtmight content the eye of a curious La- 
pidarie and skilfull vnderſtanding. 

Vppon the ſame on eyther ſides was made a heade of 

a monſter, from the which on both handes did proceede 
the garniſhing thereof in an exquyſite and moſt rare worke 
of leaues, inueſting the ſame about with the congreſle of 
— * heade, and finely gracing that parte of the 
veite 


. Andinthe bearing out of the ippe ofthe veſſell oner the 
perpendicular * of the heade there was faſtened a rynge, 
from the which vppon eyther ſides there hung dowae agar- 
land ot braunches, leaues, flowers, and fruites growing big- 
ger towardes the middeſt, with a perpolyte bynding to eythet 
ringes. | 
DOuer the middle bending of the garland, and vnder the 
proiecture of the lyppe of the veſſell, there was fixed and pla- 
ced the head of an olde man, with his beard and haire of his 
head transformed into nettle leaues, and out of whoſe mouth 
guſhe d out the water of the fountaync hy art conthmally 
into the hollownes of the broad veſſell vi der tlus. 

Vypon the mouth ot this laſt deſcribed veſle Aid inount

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ofinnumerable rounde pretiousrocke ſtones cloſing one with 
another vnequally, as if nature had ioyned them growing, ma- 
kinga rounde compoſed hill, beautifully gliſtering of dyuerſe 
lortes and colours in a proportionate bignes. 

And aloft vppon the toppe ofthis little hill, there grewe a 
fine pomgranate tree, the body, boughes and fruite made all 
of golde, the leaues of greene Smaragde. The fruit oftheyr na- 
turall e heere and there aptly placed, their ſides cut o- 
pen, and in place of kernelles they were full ofmoſt pertecte 
Rubyes, as bigge as the kernels. |

ö And moreouer, inother apples, opened, but not rype, 
hee redoubled the thickneſſe of the foyle, making the ker - 
nelles of an oryentall eolour, ſo alſo hee made the flowers of 
perfect corrall, in the cuppes full of bees of golde.

Which ſteale or ſtypet beei ly faſtened, it bare vp 
a veſlell of Topas — — the bowle wh creofin

In which cloſing and binding together in foure equall di- 
uiſions, there were foure winged heades of alittle childe, with 
foure pipes in their mouthes. 

Ehe reſt mounted yp ſo much as the lower bigneſſe of the 
veſlell was, beeing eloſed vp at the oriftce with an inuerſe tolia- 
ture. Vppon the whichthere was placed an other veſſell as it 
were a circular couer ofa moſt curious leafe worke with a ſmal 
coronice, and an artificiall orifice. n 

From the bottome of which there beganne a flouriſhed 
tayle ofa Dolphin faſtened and ſowidered to the gracylament 
ofthe vellell, deſcending downe with his head finned with

And becing thus ſprinckled with this rare and maieſticall 
water, the wayters with great reverence preſented ynto the 
Queene firſt a great cuppe of golde, and her highneſſe affably 
ſaluting vs, drunke Nectar, and afterwardes euerie one of vs 
after other,with reuerent, mutual, and ſolemne honours done, 
did drinke a moſt pleaſaunt farewell and ſhutting vp ofall the 

pretious dainties that we had taſted and fed vpon. | 
Laſtiy, the redoleat flowers becing diligently taken away, 
andallthingesthat had beene vſed borne from thence, the 
pauementremayned pure and ſhining as a moſt cleare ſteele 
ble aud as it were emulating the pretious iewelles rownde

And euerie one beeing ſette in his appoynted place, the 
high and mightie Princeſſe did commaund a company to come 
in, and ſtande vppon the diaſper checkers, neuer the 
like before ſeene or imagined of anie 
mortall creature. 
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Poliphilia followeth to ſbem befides this great banket of a moſt exoct-

not diſtinctly and perfectly expreſſed 
her chiefeſt dig nitie, let not the curious 
company maruel thereat, for what ſo- 
euer rype, ſharpe, and readie wit, withafranke, eloquent and 
plentiful toong adorne d, is not able to perforine the leaſt part 
of his duetie. 

And much leſſe I, who continually ſuffer in euerie ſecret 
place of my burning heart, an vnc eſſant ſtrife notwithſtandi 5 
the abſence of Polia my miſtres, the owner of all my skil, an 
impriſoner of my perfections. 

Beſides that, in truth the many maruels in excellency, and 
varietie vnhard of, ſo vncoth, rare and ſtraunge vnlikes ineſti- 
mable, and not humane, haue ſo oppreſſed, laden & born down 
my ſences, withthe greedie and exceſsiue contemplation and 
beholding oftheir variable diuerſities, as that from point to 
point Iam no whit able to deſcribe them, and much leſſe wor- 
thie to publiſn them. 

All and the moſt that I can do, is to thinke of the rich ap- 
parrel, exquiſite prouiſion, curious dreſsings, perfect ambiti- 
ous and wounding bewties without imperfections. their deepe 
iudgements, Femilian eloquence, & bountie more then prince- 
ly. the notable diſpoſition and order of Architecture, the du-

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rable Symmetrie and proportion ot the bui!din 1 
— — the Art of Maſonrie — ycida- 
rie, the direttions and placing of Columnes, the perfection of

Alſo the ineſtimable furniture, the attendant houſholde 
and great number, their excellent ſeruice, the diuerſitie of 
youthes, and all in che prime of their yeares.

lite beame Zophor and coronice, with a meete and conuenient 
proiectuie ouer the chapter of glaſſe vppon the round. 

The ſubſtance ofwhich ſubiect proiecture of the bryttle 
matter, was of counterfayte diaſper diuerſſy coloured and 
ſluning . Which bryttle ſubitance had ſome void ſpace betwixt 
that aud the other. 

The mouth ofthe arches were ſtopped with rombyes of 
cleare glaſſe in forme of atryangle, and the pypes beautified 
all ouer with an Encauſtick painting, verie gratious to the ſight

Theground was here and there coueredwith great round 
balles ofglaſſelyke gunne ſtones, and other fine proportions 
much pleaſing , with a mutuall conſent vamooucable ly ke

There moſtcunningly 3 lyke an Orator make

And aſter ſhee ſayde, Palpbilus lette vs goe aud aſcende 
this mount — — Thelomis remayuing at = 
ſtayre foote , wee aſcended vp to the playne toppe. Where 
ſhee ſhewed vato mee, with a heauenly eloquence, a Garden 
of a large compaſſe, made in the forme of an intricate Labo- 
rynth allyes and wayes, not to bee troden, but ſayled about, 
for in ſteade ofallyes to treade vppon, there were ryucrs of 
Water. 

The which myſticall place was of a verie luſtie mould and 
fruittull, repleniſhed with all ſorts of fruits, beautiſied with 
faire ſprings, and greene hearbes and flowers, full of all ſolace 
and delight.

Theſe beeing receyued, they came foorth, and begin to 
ſayle in the Laborynth, the water beeing enuyroned vpon ei- 
ther ſides, wich roles, trees, and fruits, And

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In the hinder end was /wpiter ſitting in a tribunall ſeate as 
iudge, and Cupide appeering limping before him, and ma- 
king grieuous complaints againſt his louing mother, bicauſe 
that by hir means he had wounded himſclte extreemly with 
the loue of a faire damſell, and that his leg was burnt with a 
drop of a lampe, preſenting alſo the yoong Nymph and the 
lampe in hir hand. And Iapiter with a ſmiling countenance 
ſpeaking to Cyprd, 

Perfer ſcintillam qui cœlum accendis & omnes. 
This Monoſticon was grauen in Latine letters in a ſquare ta- 
ble before the faces ot their ſupreame maieſties, the reſt as is 
deſcribed. 

This myſticall triumph was drawen by ſixe ſpotted beaſts 
of yealow ſhining colour, and ſwift as the tygers of Hyrcania 
called Leopards, coupled togither with withes of twined 
vines, full of tender greene leaues, and ſtalkes full of greene 
cluſters. This chariot was drawen very leiſutely. 

Vpon the middle ot which plaine there as placed a baſe 
of golde by the loweſt diameter, one foote and three hand- 
fuls high, the lataſter or loweſt verdge round and hollowed, 
in the middle vnder the vpper ſime or brimme in forme of a 
pullie with nextrubs, rules and cordicels : the vpper plaine of 
this baſe was euacuated, wherein reſted the traines of the 
fower eagles ſtanding vpon the plaine, ſmoorh ſaperficies 
of the baſe, which were of pretious Ætite of Perſia, of 
the colour of a ſakers plume. And theſe ſtood with their 
ſhoulders one oppoſite againſt another, and their pounces 
of gold faſtened and ſticking in the ſaid baſe, euery one ſur. 
ueying with their wings, and the flowering tips of their ſar- 
cellets touching one another. Oner theſe as vpon à neſt, 
was placed this marucllous veſſel] of Æthiopian Hyacints 
cleere and bright, Celſo inimic u, Comiti gratioſus. This veſſell 
was cruſted with emeralds and vaines of diuers other preti- 
ous ſtones, a worke incredible. The height thereof two foote 
and a halfe, the faſhion in maner round, the breadth by dia- 
meter one foote and a halfe, and the circumference conſiſted 
of three 'diamerers, From the heads of the eagles the bor- 
tome or foote of the veſſell did aſcend vp one triens, and a 


border going about the thicknes of a hand, from which bor- 
Aa der

der to the beginning of the belly of the veſſel, and to the bot- 
tome of the foote with this hand breadth, was a foote and a 
halfe. Vpon this ſtood the forme of the veſſell aforeſaid one 
handfull and a halfe broader, which halfe handfull was diſtri- 
buted to the border, about the brimme of foulding leaues 
and flowers ſtanding out from the hyacinth, The diamerer 
two quarters & a halfe. Vnder this border there did ſtick out 
round about certaine proportions like walnur thels, or the 
keele of a (hip, ſomwhat thicke and broade at the vpper end, 
and leſſing themſelues to nothing belowe. From thence to 
the orifice it did riſe vp two quarters and a halfe, furrowed 
with turning champhers, and an excellent ſime: and in ſteed 
of eares to take vp the veſſell by, it had two lips ſtanding out 
and turning in round like the head of a baſe viall. 

Vnder and abone the borders, the veſſel was wrought with 
turned gululs, vnduls, and iniboſſings, and with ſuch linea- 
ments were the borders wrought, both vnder and aboue. 
Vppon the border in thenecke of the couer, were two halte 
rings, ſuppreſſed in the border by tranſuerſion, one of them 
iuſt againſt another, which were holden in the biting teeth 
of two Lyſarts, or byting Dragons of greene emerauld, bea- 
ring out from the couer. They ſtoode with their ſerpentlike 
feere vpon the lower part of the couer vnder the necke, be- 
twixtthe which and the lower veſſell, was one quantitie, and 
from his vpper gracilament deſcending, he ioyned with the 
turned in ſime of the circumferent lymbus or verdge, where 
they did cloſely byte rogither. This couer 'to the necke was 
made in skalie worke of Hyacinth, except the vaynes of ſma- 
ragd, for the little dragons, their bellies and feetes faſte- 
ning to the skalie couer. Theſe little dragons one againſt an 
other, their breſts and throtes hollow ing out from the bor- 
der and the couer, and their tayles turning vpwards againe, 
did ſerue for the eares of the couer, iuſt ouer them of the lo- 
wer veſſell. 

The lower turning about, where the couer did cloſe with 
the veſſell being of two parts, ioyned rogither with an ex- 
cellent foliature, halfe a foote broad, as if they had bin in- 
ſeparable. 

The bodie of this veſſell was all run ouer with a Vine, the 
ltringes 
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ſtringes and vaines whereof, and ſmall curling twiſts, were 
of Topas, farre better then is founde in the Ilande Ophia- 
dis, the leaues of fine ſmaragd, and the braunches of Ame- 
thiſt, to the fight moſt beautifull , and to the vnderſtan- 
ding woonderfull contemplable. The ſubiect veſſell _ 
ring thorough the ſame of Hiacinth ſo round and polithed, 
as any wheele can ſend foorth : except, vnder the leaues 
there was a ſubſtaunce left, which helde the foliature to the 
veſſell of Hiacinth, paſſing ouer and ſeparated from the ſub- 
iect. The hollowed and bending leaues with all the other la- 
picidariall lincaments,were performed with ſuch an emula- 
tion of nature as was voonderfull. 

Let vs nowereturne to the circumferent brim of the pre- 
tious veſſell. In the ſmooth partes whereof, vppon eyther 
ſides of the tayles of the Lyſarts, I behelde two hyſtorials 
woorthy of regard, ingrauen in this ſort. Vpon the fore- 
ſide of the veſſell, the repreſentation of /wpiter, holding in his 
right hande a gliſtering ſword, of the vayne of the Ethiopian 
Chryfolits : and in the other hande a thunder bolt of ſhi- 
ning Rubie. His countenance ſauour of the vaine of Gallatits, 
and crowned with ſtars like lightening, he ſtoode vpon an 
aultar ofSaphyre. Before his fearefull maieſtie, were a beuie of 
Nymphs, ſeauen in number, apparrelled in white, proffering 
with their ſweete voices to ſing, and after transforming them- 
ſelues into greene trees like emeralds full of azure flowers, 
and bowing themſelues downe with deuotion to his power: 
Not that they were all transformed into leaues, but the firſt 
into a tree, hir feete to rootes, their armes and heads into 
braunches, ſome more then other, but in a ſhewe that they 
muſt followe all alike, as appeared by their heads. 

Vpon the other Anaglyph, I did behold a merrie and plea- 
ſant maieſticall perſonage, like a yoong fat boye, crowned 
with two folding ſerpents, one white, and the other blacke, 
tied into a knot. Hee reſted delightfullie vnder a plentifull 
vine tree full of ripe grapes, and vpon the top of the frame 
there were little naked boies, climing vp and ſitting aloft ga- 
thering the ripe cluſters: others offering them in a basket to 
the God, who pleaſantly receiued them : other ſome lay faſt 
a ſleepe ypon the ground, being drunke with the ſweet 5 
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of the grape. Others applying themſelues to the worke of 
muſtulent autumne: others ſinging and piping: all which ex- 
preſſion was perfected by the workman in pretious ſtones; 
of ſuch colour as the naturall liuelineſſe of euery vaine; leafe, 
flower, berrie, body, proportion, ſhape, -and repreſentation 
required, And in this imagerie, although it was very ſmall, 
yet there was no defect to be found in the leaſt part belong- 
ing thereunto, but perfectly to be diſcerned. 

Out of this former deſcribed veſſell did ſpring vp a greene 
flouriſhing vine, the twiſting branches thereof full ſet with 
cluſters ot grapes, the tau ny berries of Indian Amethyſt, and 
the leaues of greene Silenitis of Perſia: Not ſubiect to the 
change of the moone, delighted of Capid. This tree ſhadowed 
the chariot : At euery corner of this triumphant chariot vp- 
on the plaine where the veſſell ſtood, was placed à candle- 
ſticke, of excellent workmanſhip, vpon three feet of red cor- 
rall,well liked of the ruder ſort, reſiſting lightening and tem- 
peſts, fauourable and pteſeruatiue to the beater: The like 
were not found vnder the head of Gorgon of Perſja, nor in the 
Ocean Erythreum. Ihe ſteale of one of the candleſticks was 
of white corrall, beloued of Diana, of a conuenient length, 
with round knobs and ioints, in height two foote.

Others applying themſclues to the worke of 
muſtulent autumne: others ſinging and piping: all which ex- 
preſſion was perfected by the workman in pretious ſtones, 
of ſuch colour as the naturall liuelineſſe of euery vaine, leafe, 
flower, berrie, body, proportion, ſhape, and repreſentation 
required, And in this imagerie, although it was very ſmall, 
yet there was no defect to be found in the leaſt part belong- 
ing thereunto, but perfectly to be diſcerned. 

Out of this former deſetibed veſſell did ſpring vp a greene 
flouriſhing vine, the twiſting branches thereof full ſet with 
cluſters ot grapes, the tawny berries of Indian Amethyſt, and 
the leaues of greene Silenitis of Perſia : Not ſubiect᷑ to the 
change of the moone,delighted of Cupid. This tree ſhadowed 
the chariot : At euery corner of this triumphant chariot vp- 
on the plaine where the veſſell ſtood, was placed à candle- 
ſticke, of excellent workmanſhip, vpon three feet of red cor- 
rall,well liked of the ruder ſort, reſiſting lightening and tem- 


peſts, fauourable and pteſeruatiue to the bearer : The like 
were not found vnder the head of Gorgon of Perſia, norin the 


Ocean Erytbreum. The ſteale of one of the candleſticks was 
of white corral), beloued of Diana, of a conuenient length, 
with round knobs and ioints, in height two foote.

is poſſible to ſpeake of, not burnt with the extreeme heat of 
the ſunne, but moderate, the ground moyſtened with ſweere 
ryucrs, the aire pure and cleane, the daies all alike, the earth 
continually greene, the ſpring neuer decaieng but renuing, 
the coole graſſe with variable flowers like a painting, remai- 
ning alwaies vnhurt, with their dea wie freſhneſſe , reſeruing 
an 11 colours without interdict of time. There 

rewe the tower ſortes of Violets, Co ſlops, Melilots, 
Roſe Parſley or Paſleflower, Blew bottles,Gyth, Ladies ſcale, 
Vatrachium, Aquilegia, Lillie conually, Amaranth, Flower 
tle, deoſmus, all ſorts of ſweete pinks, and ſmall flowring 
hearbsof odoriſetous fragrancie and ſmell, Roſes of Perſia, 
having the ſme e and Amber, and innumerable ſorts 
of others v ichoxt ſetting. but naturally growing in a woon- 
derſull ditriburion, peeping out from their greene leaues, 
and barbs very delightfull to behold. 
la this place I might ſee goodly braue women as the Ar- 
chadian Caliſto the daughter of Lycaon, with the vnknowen 
Diana. The Lesbian Antiope daughter to Neu, and mother 
to-eAmphion-and Zetew that built Thebes, with hir ſatyre. 
Iſs the daughter of AMacharew with hir ſhepheard. Antichia 
the daughter of Aecus and yoong Danae. Aſteris the daugh- 
ter to Cæas, and eAlchmena with hit fained husband. After- 
ward I beheld the pleaſant gina ſolacing hir ſelfe with the 
cleere flood and diuine fire. Ihe daughter of Fullus and that 
of Menemphau, with hir counterfeit father, and that other of 
Diodes with hir lap full of lowers and a writhing ſerpent, and 
the faire yoong gyrle no more ſorrowing for the growing of 
hir hor nes. Aſtiochia and Antigone the daughter of Laomedon 
ſolaciouſly delighting hir ſelfe in hir ſtorkiſh plumes, and 
Luriſile the firſt inuentrix of wheeles. Garamantide the daun- 
cing Nymph holding by hir little finger, and waſhing hir de- 
licate pretie ſeete from ſweate in the riuer Bagrada, After 
that I beheld a quaile flying, and a faulcon purſuing hir: 
Erigone hauing hir faire ſhining breſt ſtickt full of ſweete 


grapes, 
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grapes, and the daughter of king Cbollu with hir bull, Eripbile 
and hir changed husband: The daughter of Apes and the 
virgin Melantho with hir dolphin, hh lira the daughter of 
old Oceanus with the father of Chiron, Next hir Ceres with hir 
head inſtrophyated with ripe cares of corne imbracing the 
ſcalie Hydra : And the faire Nymph Lara ſorting with eArgi- 
bon: and the ſweete Futurna of the riuer Numiciu. 

And whileſt I ſtood with exceſſiue delight beholding onely 
as an ignorant this rare companie and myſticall triumphes, 
circumſept with theſe and ſuch like ſorts, and ſo alſo the de- 
licious fields, but that me thought it was a louely fight to be- 
hold, and ſo I ſhould haue continued: then the gratious 
Nymph aſſociating and leading me, ſeeing my ſimplicitie and 
careleſnes, with a ready countenance and ſweete and plea- 
fant words, without asking, ſne ſaid thus vnto me: My Poli- 
philus, doeſt thou ſee theſe? ( ſhewing me thoſe of the olde 
world) theſe were beloued of Iapuer, and this, and this was 
ſuch a one, and theſe were iu loue with him, by this meanes 
ſnewing vnto me their high and mighty linage, and not 
knowing their names, ſhe in great curteſie told me. After. 
ward ſhe ſhewed me a great number of little virgins, vnder 
the gonernment of three ſober: and diſereete matrones the 
leaders to ſo great delight: Adding thereunto very pleaſant» 
ly (changing hir angellike countenance) My Pobpbilw, thou 
ſhalr vnderſiand, that no earthly creature can enter in heere 
without à burning torch as thou ſeeſt me, either with ex- 
treeme loue and great paines, or for the fauour and compa - 
ny of thoſe three matrones: And from hir hart fetting a 
deepe ſigh, ſhe ſaid: This torch haue I brought hither * 
thy ſake, minding to put it out in yonder temple. 

Theſe ſpeeches pearced my hart, they were ſo delightfull 
and deſired, and ſo much the more, bicauſe ſhe called me hir 
Poliphilus. Whereupon I afſured my ſelfe, that ſhe was Polia, 
and from top to the toe I found an extreeme alteration into 
a ſupreaine delight, my hart flying onely to hir. Which 
thoughts were bewraied by my countenance, and whiſpe- 
ring ſmall ſighes. "ak 2133 

Which the cunningly perceiuing, brake off this new acci+ 
dent with theſe words : Oh how many be there which ou 
mo 


moſt gladly behold theſe triumphes, and therefore Polylulus, 
addreſſe thy thoughts to other matters, and behold what 
noble and woorthy Nymphs ſhew themſelues deſeruedly 
conſorted with their amorous louers, curteous and affable: 
who with ſweete and pleaſant notes in meaſured verſe, praiſe 
and commend one another without wearines, inceſſantly ce- 
lebrating their turnes with exceſſive delight, and extolling 
the triumphs, the aire alſo tull of the chirpings of divers 
pretie birds, yeelding a diffuſed charme. 

About the firſt triumph among the reioiſing companie, 
the nine Muſes did ſing, with their leader the diuine Luter 

2 Us 

2 the triumph followed the faire Parthenopeian Leria, 
with a lav rell crowne , accompanied with Melanthia, whoſe 
habites and voices repreſented the pride of Greece, where- 
upon the great Macedon reſted his head: She bare a ſplen- 
dent lampe, communicating the light thereof with hir com- 
panion, then the reſt more excellent both in voice and ſong. 

There the faire Nymph ſhewed me the auncient /phianaſſe, 
and after the old father Himerinus his daughters and their 
drinke, and one betwixt the two Theban brothers: Theſe 
withpleaſant noiſes, ſweete muſicke and fine agilities, paſte 
on about the firfttriumph. 2 ol 

About tlie ſecond triumph vas the noble Nemeſirwith the 
Lesbian Corina, Delia and Necra, with diuers others amorous 
Nymphs, making pleaſaunt ſoundes vppon ſtringed inſtru- 
ments of yealow wood. | 

About the thirde triumph, the glorious Nymphs ſhewed 
me Quintiliaand Cynthea Nauta, with others, in great ſolace, 
making ſweete harmonies, and ſinging pleaſant verſes: there 
alſo I behelde the virgin Yiolartilla with hir Doue, and the o- 
ther ſorrowing for hir Sparrow. 

About the fourth triumph, before it went the Lidian Cloe, 
Lide,Neobole,(weete Phillis, and the faire Lyce Tyburts & Pyra, 
with their harps finging and making a molt pleaſant noyſe. 
After this fourthtriumph among the Mænades and ſacrifi- 
cers to Bacchuu, there folowed an amorous damoſell ſinging 
in the commendation of the head of hit louer P/aon, ſhe deſi- 
red hornes. And after them all ſue ſhewed me two women, 
one 
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one of them apparelled in white, and the other in greene, 
which came hindermoſt ſinging rogither. 

And thus they marched about in a moſt pleaſant and de- 
lightfull maner ypon the treſh greene and flouriſhing plaine: 
Some inſtrophiated with laurel, ſome with myrtle, and others 
with other ſorts of flowers and garlands, inceſſantly without 
any wearines or intermiſſion in qe of the felicitie 
of this world, mutually enioying one anothers n and 
companie. 
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e. 1 hauung at large declared wnto polpbilus the myſticall 
an py lone , afterwards ſhe deſired Tr go on

' Afterwards; the faire and ſo cet dawlell my guide ſaid thus 
wre me; eee 
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The ſtrife of Lone 
immediately we tended our walke toward the freſh fountains 
and ſhady rivers, compaſſing about the flourſhing fields with 
chryſtalline currents and gtatious ſtreames. 
In vhich cleate water,grew thepurple flowering ſonne of 
the Nymph Liriope, looking vp from his tender ſtringes and 
| leaves. And al the faire riuers were ful of other flowers ſweet- 
he growing among their greene and freſh leaues. This de- 
lightfull place was of a ſpatious and large circuit, compaſſed 
about and inuironed with wooddie mountaines, of a mode- 
rate height of greene lawrell, fruitefull memerels, hearie & 
high pine trees, and within the cleere channels, with graue- 
led banks,and in ſome places the bottom was faire ſoft yea- 
low (ande, where the water ran ſwifte, and the three leaued 
driope grew. | 
There were a great companie of delicate faire Nymphs 
of tender age, with a redolent flower of baſhfulnes , and be- 
yond all credice beautifull, with their beardles louers conti- 
noallieaccompanied. Among which Nymphs, ſome verie 
leaſantly with wanton countenaunces in the cleereſtreams 
wed themſelues ſportefull and gameſome, hauing ta- 
ken vppe finelie their thin garments of ſilke of divers co- 
lours,and holding themin the bouts of their whire armes, 
the forme of their rounde thighs were ſcene vnder the 
plyres , and their faire legges were teuealed to the naked 
knees, the cutrent ſtreames comming vp ſo high : it was a 
ſight which woulde haue prepared one to that which were 
vnſit, and if himfelfe had been vnable thereunto, And there 
where the water was moſt ſtill, turning downe their faire fa- 
ces of exceeding beautie, and bending their bodies of rare 
proportion, as in a large goodly glaſſe they might behould 
their heauenly ſhapes, breaking off the ſame with. the mo- 
tion of their pretie ſeete, making a noyſe with the con- 
traſt of the circulating vater. Some ſolaciouſlie ſtriuing to 
go by the tame ſwimming ſwans; and ſportingly caſting wa- 
ter one at another, with the hollow nes of their palmstothers 
Randiog without the water vpon the ſoft coole graſſe, ma- 
king vp of noſegaies and garlands of ſundrie ſweete flowers, 
& giving the ſame to their louers as tokens of their fauora- 
ble remeuibraunce, not denieng their ſweet kiſſes, & louing 
imbracings, 
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imbracings, with the amorous regardes of their ſtar-like 


es. 
And ſome were ſet vpon the greene banks not overgrown 
with reed and ſegs, but finely beautified with ſweete hearb 
and flowers, among the which the tender Nymphs 
wet out of the water more cleere then Ai in Adygdonia,vn- 
der the vmbragious trees, did (it ſporting and deuiſing ona 
with another in delightfull imbracings, with their reueren- 
cing louers, not cruelly ſcorning & teiecting them, but with 
a ſociable loue and benigne atfableneſſe, diſpoſing them - 
ſelues to the like ſhew of true affection, their ſweete geſtures 
and pleaſant behauiours far more gratious to the eie, then 
flowing teares be to the frowarde and vnmercifull Capid, the 
ſweete fountaines and moiſt dewes to the green ſieldes, and 
deſired forme to vnfaſhioned matter. | 
Some did ling amorous ſonnets, and verſes of loue, brea- 
thing out in the ſame from their inflamed breaſts, ſcalding 
ſighs ful of ſweete accents, able to enamorate harts of tone: 
And to make ſmooth the ruggedneſſe of the vn ble 
mountaine Caxceſas, to ſtaie wharſocuer furie the harpe of 
#s woulde pruuoke , and the fowle and euill fauoured 
face of Aeduſa, to make any horrible monſter tame and 
tractable, and to ſtop the continuall prouocation of the de: 
uouring — reſted their heads in the chaſte laps of 
their faire loues, recounting the pleaſaunt deuiſes of Inpiter, 
— ny inſtrophyating their curled locks with frame incht 
ng flowers, 
Others of them fained that they were forſaken , and ſee- 
med to flie and go awaie from them, whom dearely they did 
aflect, and then was there running one after another with 
loud laughters, and effeminate criengs out, their faire treſſes 
ſpredding downe ouer their ſnowie ſhoulders like threeds 


of gold, bound in laces of greene filke : Some looſe after. a 
Nymphith maner , others bounde vp in attyres of golde ſet 
with pearle. Afterwards comming neere togither,they would 
Rowpe downe,and twiching vp the ſweete flowers with their 
faire and tender fingers, fling the ſame in the faces of their 
purſuing lovers with great pleaſure and ſolace, maintaining 
their tained diſgracings. 
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Others with great curteſie were putting of Roſe leaues 
one after another into their laced breſts, adding atter them 
ſweere kiſſes; ſome giui _m_ louers{if ouer-bold)epon the 
cheekes withtheir harmles $ _ ticks, making them 
red like the vheeles of bus in a faite and cleere morning: 
with other new and vnthought contentions, ſuch as loue 
could deuiſe. They all being pleaſant, merrie, and diſpoſed 
to delight: Their geſtures and motions gitliſh, and of a vir- 

incall ſimplicitie, putting on ſincere loue without the of- 
— of honorable vertud: Free and euempt from the occur- 
fion of griefe or emulation of aduets fortune: Sitting onder 
the hafeof ctheweeping ſiſter of the whited Phaeror, add of 
the immortall Daphre and hairie pineapple with ſmall and 
ſharpe leaues, ſtreight Cyprus, greene Orenge trees, and tall 
Cedars, and others moſt excellent, abounding with greene 
leaues, ſweete flowers, and pleaſant fruits (till Aouriſhing in 
fuch ſort as isineſtimable, euenly diſpoſed vpon the gtatious 
banks, & orderly growing in a moderat diſtance vponthee 
raſſie ground, inueſtedl with green Vinca peruince or lanret. 
hat hart is ſo cold and chilling, that would not be ſtirred 
vp to heate, manifeſtly beholding the delightfull duties of re- 
ciprocalltoue; ſueh as I was perſwaded would haue kindled 
D hirſclife? 20. 9 600 34 (C75 4 AB 232639061 
wWhereupon I was bold to ſhew-that folly which tormen- 
ted my inward ſpirits, enuying to ſcewhar others poſſeſſed, 
that was a continuall delight in pleaſure and ſolace without 
any wearines in full cloying, and thus diuers times my hart 
—— fire hy my eies, and extreemely burning, my 
minde ſtil! fixed ypon delighrfull pleaſures and their ſmac- 
king kiſſes, and regarding with a curious eie the aboundi 
guerdons of the fethered god, me thought at that inſtant, 
that I did behold the extreeme perfection of pleaſure. And b 
thismeanes I ſtood waucring and out of meaſure amazed, 
and as one which had droonke-an amorous potion, calling 
intoremembrance the ointments ob the miſcheeuous Cirees, 
the forcible heatbs of Aedea, the hurtfull ſongs of Byrrena, 
and the deadly verſes of Panphule, I ſtood doubtfull that my 
cies had ſcene ſomthing more than humane, and chat a baſe, 
dilonorable, and fraile bodic ſhould not be where _

tall creatures did abide. T3 

After that I was brought from theſe long and doubtfull 
thoughts and phantaſticall imaginations, and remembri 
all thoſe maruellous divine ſhapes and bodies which I had 
perſonally ſeene with mine cies, I then knew that they were 
nordeceitfult ſhadowes , nor magicall illuſions, but: that I 
had nor rightly conceined of them. 3 6 

And now with earneſt conſideration among theſe behol - 
ding the moſt excellent Nymph faſt by me, my cies filled 
with amorous darts ceaſed not to wound my paſſionate hart, 
by means wherof incontinently all my wandering thoughts 
were ſtirred vp, compact, and fixed vpon hir their Jegredob- 
iect, recalling my mortiſied ſoule afreſh to be tormented in 
his firſt flames, which moſt cruelly I ſuffered, in that I durſt 
not be bold to aske if ſhe were my deſired Pala, for ſne had 
put me in ſome doubt thereof before, and now fearing to 
offend hir with my being ouer bolde, and ore troubleſome 
with my rude and vntilled toong, diuers times when my 
voice was breaking out betwixt my lips, vpon that occaſion 
I ſuppreſſed the fame. But v hat ſhe ſhould be, it was beyond 
my compaſſe to imagine, and I ſtood as ſuſpicious thereof, as 
the deceiued Socia with the fained Arlartiades. Thus with dili- 
nt regards and cordiall ſearches examining hit heauenly 
tures inuaded with a burning deſite beyond meaſure, I 
ſaid to my (elf: Oh that I might be, it it were poſſible, a freemã 
in ſuch a place, for no ſorrow ſhoulde greeue me, nor immi- 
nent danger ſhould make me afraid: although thatfrowarde 
fortune ſhoulde oppoſe hir ſelfe againſt me, I woulde ſpende 
my life without any regard therof, not refuſing to vndertake 
the laborſome and greatenterpriſe of the two gates ſhewed 
to the ſonne of « Ampbicris. 

To ſpend the prime of my youth and pleaſure of my yeers 
in the mortall daungers of the merciles ſeas, andinthefear- 
full places of Trmacria, with the exceſſiue trauels and terrors

And if ſo be that I ſeeme vn- 
wvoorthie of hir fellow ſſippe and amorous commers, yet 
would God it might be granted me as a ſpeciall rewarde and 
priuiledge to looke vpon hir: and then I ſaide to my ſelfe, oh 
Pal pbulus, if theſe heauie and burthenous weights of amarous 
conceitsdo oppreſſe thee ; the ſweetenes of the fruite doth 
allure thee thereunto: and if the peremptorie dangers ſtrike 
thee into a tetror, the hope of the ſupportation and belpe of 
ſo faite a Nymph will animate thee to be reſolute.
